Of Gov. Olson

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 2.—One 
hundred Negro and white artists, 
authors, clergymen, civic and labor 
leaders from all over the United 
States have appealed to Gov. Cul- 
bert Olson to pardon Festus Cole- 
man, young San Francisco Negro 
serving 65 years in San Quentin for 
„rape and robbery.” 

No evidence of robbery, no gun 
and no money was found on Mr. 
Coleman, whose secret trial was 
rushed through before an all-white 
jury before a judge “whose pre- 
judicial remarks fill the record,” 
their petition states. 

Signers cite a statement from 
Ray Peters, presiding Justice of the 
District Court of Appeals, that the 
prosecutor was guilty of “error of 
the most prejudicial character.”

MOSCOW, Nov. 2 (ICN).—Twen- 
ty-seven German soldiers wert 
killed by a detachment of Norwe- 
gian guerrilla operating in the Fin- 
marken province of northern Nor- 
way recently.

NAZI BARBARISM 
In many vi’ the fascist bri- 
gands rounded up youngsters for 
work in Germany. Those who re- 


fused were shot or sent to war 
prisoners’ concentration camps. In 
the village of Demidovo, the Ger- 
mans seized 80 invalids, took them 
to Shpyrkinsk forest and buried 
them alive. For hours the earth 
moved over the victims and for 
hours their cries were heard. The 
relatives of the victims, who tried 
to approach the place, were shot. 

The villages that refuse to sub- 
mit are burned to the ground. The 
people who did not manage to flee 
are driven into the deep rear. Tens 
of thousands of Soviet citizens were 
shot or confined to war prisoners’ 
camps. Less than 25 per cent of 
the population has remained in 
Smolensk. 


Brutal orgies continue. Recently 
the fascists gathered 1,860 Jews and 
taking them—adults and children 
—beyond the city, shot them. 

The population of Smolensk is 
starving. Those employed receive 
seven ounces of bread daily and 
their dependents two and a half 
ounces. In the streets, one meets 
people swollen from hunger. The 
people search garbage dumps for 
food. 

For more than a year now that 
the partisans are waging a ruthless 
struggle against the occupation 
forces. The anniversary of this pop- 
ular movement in Smolensk was 
marked by one partisan detachment 
in August by derailing 13 German 
trainloads of tanks. 

The partisan Andrei, recently 
decorated with the Order of the 
Red Banner, marked the anniver- 
sary by derailing two trains. During 
August, the partisans, operating 
from ambush and in battle, destroy- 
ed over 1,000 Gormans. 


Most obvious of these dangers is 
the outspoken defeatism of a pow- 
erful section of the newspaper 
press. The influential Chicago 
Tribune, of Colonel McCormick, in 
the heart of America, daily spreads 
a million copies of Axis poison de- 
signed to sabotage the mind of 
America. The Daily News of New 
York City, headed by Joseph M. 
Patterson, cousin of McCormick, 
steadfastly and insidiously propa- 
gates the idea that our country is 
on the wrong side in this war and 
doomed to defeat, and spreads the 
Axis poison in several million 
copies daily. In our national capi- 
tal, the Times-Herald, edited by 
“Cissy” Patterson, translates al- 
most literally the ravings of Goeb- 
bels from Berlin into the American 
language. On a national scale the 
Roy Howard chain of papers echo 
the open defeatists in a more cow- 
ardly and opportunistic fashion.

If the Allies should lose, he told 
21,000 persons attending a solemn 
pontifical mass at Convention Hall 
the United States will be the choice 
prize of the despoilers and “will 
be. pounced upon by vultures, 
which will devour it to the bone. 

“We shall have the points of bay- 
onets at our throats and the muz- 
zles of muskets pressed against our 
heads.” 

In calling for unity behind Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, the Archbishop 
said that such a course “is dic- 
tated not only by reason, but also 
by revelation. He predicted that 
no matter how difficult the task 
may be the people would perform 
it without flinching and would 
make no complaint. 

“In view of our inexhaustible re- 
sources,” he said, “and with a peo- 
ple never yet conquered, swayed 
neither by fear, nor servility, and 
endowed with an indomitable will 
to safeguard against all enemies, 
our liberty and rights, we must 
win, we will win, the victory.”

tener sound harmless at first. 
Hugh Gibson, for example, told a 
lecture audience at Columbia Uni- 
versity the other day, that a “sec- 
ond front in Europe would not be 
necessary for the defeat of Ger- 
many.” He promised that‘ Nazi 
Germany would go down because of 
“stresses and strains and attrition.” 
He told his heerers that America 
should begin to think of making a 
deal with Hitler’s Army officers— 
“the Army will bear watching,” he 

suggested artfully. 

All this is typical of the let's- 
not - attack -. Hitler” propaganda 


which ‘Sen. Taft and Hoover’s er- 


rand boys are pumping into hun- 
dreds of propaganda pipe lines 
everywhere. 

It is the same old message which 
Hoover brought back with him from 
Berlin in 1938, That is, America must 
“help” Germany by making a deal 
with its fascist rulers. If the people 
will not swallow Hitler, then make 
the deal palatable by substituting 
“the Army.” That this Army is the 
weapon of Germany’s present war 
against the United States and its 
allies is ignored by Hugh Gibson, 
the Hoover agent, who can not bring 
himself to view Hitler’s army. as an 
enemy to be crushed. 

I mention the activities of Taft, 
Hoover and such propagandists as 


Gibson to emphasize the danger of 


the Defeatist party in America. 

My trip taught me that there is 
still an insufficient appreciation of 
the fact that the United States is 
harboring a large-scale political 
group which has never reconciled 
itself to America’s alliance with. 
the Soviet Union against Nazi Ger- 
many. 

This group is plotting—actually 


plotting and not merely hoping for 


—a rupture with the Soviet Union 
and “understanding” with Nazi Ger- 
many. This group views the entire 
course of events since Pearl Harbor 
as an unfortunate incident“ which 
temporarily—but only temporarily 
aborted their line of an American- 
Nazi deal,“ with the United States 
going fascist, to please Hitler and 
to make such a deal possible.

Stalingrad 


Command 


MOSCOW, Nov. 2 (ICN).— 
Slackening of the Nazi onslaught 
and increased activity of the Red 
Air Force have characterized re- 
cent weeks of the Battle for Stalin- 
grad, a survey of the 
October fighting re- 


veals. 


The firmness of Stalingrad’s de- 
fenders has accomplished two ma- 
jor tasks: it has bled white a sub- 
stantial part of Hitler’s forces, and 
at the same time, by holding the 
Germans at the city gates, it has 
robbed the Nazi High Command of 
the three best months of the year 
for offensive operations in other 
directions. 

October was the 8 month 

of 1942. The entire month was 
spent in continuous battle, with the 
enemy concentrating attacks on the 
northern part of Stalingrad on the 
city’s industrial section. Tens of 
thousands. of bombs were dropped 
on Stalingrad’s plants and work- 
ers’ settlements. . Throughout the 
whole month German artillery and 
mortar units shelled this compara- 
tively small area. 


23 HEAVY ASSAULTS 

One subdivision alone, in the 
course of 20 days, repelled 32 heavy 
enemy attacks, supported by tanks 
and aircraft. The Nazis attempt- 
ed methodically to destroy not only 
the Soviet troops but the city it- 
self. Every building, every house 


became a target for the German 
dive-bombers, artillery and mortar 
batteries. And if the Nazis suc- 
ceeded in destroying the city, they 
failed to crush Soviet resistance.

molishing Stalingrad. During the 
last week of October, from Oct. 


24 to 30, the Nazis lost in this dis- 


trict no less than 150 planes, of 
which 80 were destroyed in air bat- 
tles. 


The recent increase in the ac- 
tivity of the Soviet air force has 
affected not only the Luftwaffe, but 
also the German artillery and mor- 
tar units. In the course of one 
day, Oct. 30, the Soviet pilots si- 
lenced 25 machine gun nests, and 
11 artillery and mortar batteries; 
they caused 45 fires and 15 explo- 
sions. 

This activity of the Red Air Fleet 


makes it easier now for the Red 


Army land forces to conduct opera- 
tions. , 


In the past two days, a Soviet 
Guards unit in the vicinity of one 
plant repelled the Nazi attacks, 
wiping out some 2,000 Germans and 
destroying 10 panzers. On another 
sector, Soviet units conducted ac- 
tive operations and gained some 
ground. 

This report of active Red Army 
operations in Stalingrad shows that 
in spite of what the Soviet troops

Northeast of Tuapse, the Soviet 
troops are continuing active op- 
erations despite the enemy’s resist- 
ance. Several encircled German 
garrisons have been destroyed. The 
enemy is losing not only manpower 
but also vantage points acquired al. 
heavy cost. 


Thus, a Soviet unit, smashing the 


resistance of an enemy battalion, 
captured a height. Only a small 
group of enemy soldiers got away. 
Another Soviet unit captured Ger- 
man fortified positions near an in- 
habited point. Here the enemy left 
behind 240 killed and 2 mortar bat- 
teries. A third Soviet unit engaged 
an enemy column enroute to a 
besieged garrison. The Nazi column 
and its transport were completely 
wiped out, 

Soviet Alpine troops are also ac- 
tive in this district. One such de- 
tachment in a night raid routed 
the headquarters of the 24th Ger- 
man engineers battalion, killing 23 
officers and capturing staff docu- 
ments and rich booty.
